The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

Work 

with resistant varieties and in applying the method of 

treatment to various conditions is still continuing.

The question of labor is practically certain to be a 
serious one this summer to canners in several states. 
Gulf coast oyster packers have had their troubles, and 
California canners expect to find the lack of labor 
troublesome at a time when they will stand in great- 
est need of help. Other states as well anticipate a 
scarcity of efficient cannery help, and there is a possi- 
bility at least that it may be so pronounced as to 
actually hamper operations in some sections of the 
country.

The Interstate Grocer, a retail grocery journal.of 
St. Louis, says: “It does not look as though we will 
ever see another tomato corner, or, in fact, a corner 
on any kind of canned vegetables. In every section 
where such products are grown there are small can- 
neries being built, and the next year will see far more 
of these factories in operation than ever before. The 
little fellows will also be an important factor in de- 
termining prices.” There are no more “little fellows” 
springing up this year than in any other ordinary 
season. The crop of canneries is about normal, cer- 
tainly not more than that. As for a tomato corner, 
when did we ever see one, an actual corner?

N a year or two hence there will be compara- 
tively little cause to complain of lack of uni- 
formity in the food laws of the different states. 
There is now less reason why manufacturers 
and wholesalers shipping goods in interstate commerce 
should lament the conflict in our laws regulating the 
packing and labeling of food products than existed 
three months ago. Bills practically identical in their 
definitions of such matters as what constitutes adul- 
teration, mislabeling, etc., and alike in most other 
respects have been introduced in the legislatures of 
some twenty-odd states, and of this number have been 

acted upon favorably by at least a dozen. 

Like bilis will be introduced in the legislatures 
which will convene next winter, and when these are 
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Uniformity Makes Progress. 


passed (there seems no good reason to doubt that 
nearly all of them will be favorably acted upon) a ma- 
jority of the states of the Union will have food laws 
uniform in all excepting some few minor particulars. 
As this will happen within another twelve months, 
there will be uniform laws on the statute books of 
all but a comparatively small number of the states in, 
at most, a year hence. 

It will be difficult, if not impossible, at least within 
several years, to secure the passage of bills similar to 
that drafted for the National Wholesale Grocers’ asso- 
ciation, by a few of the states, for the reason that they 
already have food laws in force which the people con- 
sider better than the national law, and which they 
will cling to even at the expense of uniformity. 


Care Needed in Condemning Foods. 


T the meeting a few days since of the execu- 
tive committee of the Chicago Commercial as- 
sociation the action of the local authorities in 
condemning wholesale certain canned goods in 
the possession of Chicago grocery jobbers was very 
properly declared to be unsound and unjust. The 
resolutions adopted set forth that the canned goods in 
question were not being offered for sale, but were be- 
ing held for return to manufacturers or packers, who 
had sold them to wholesalers under a guarantee that 
provides all claims for spoiled goods must be borne 
out by a return of such goods. It declares that under 





such conditions “unseemly haste in destroying them” 
was unnecessary for the protection of the public 
health. 

There was double injustice done at the time In- 
spector “Fish” Murray condemned the goods referred 
to in the resolutions of the Commercial association. 
The wholesalers were denied the right to return the 
goods to the packers and feceive the return of the 
price originally paid for them, and were also repre- 
sented in the public prints as dealers in “poisonous” 
and “rotten” foods, which it was hinted they only 
awaited opportunity to self to unsuspecting consum- 
ers. That was the greater injustice of the two. 





Hire a Theatre. 


S there seems a fairly good chance that, con- 
trary to the usual custom, the next canners’ 
eee] convention city will be selected and the choice 
EEE) of the committee announced much farther in 
advance of the date of meeting than has been the rule 
heretofore, we do not consider it inopportune to sug- 
gest to the gentlemen who will have charge of ar- 
rangements for the 1908 convention the advisability 
of hiring a regular theatre in which to hold the meet- 
ings. 

The annual national canners’ convention has gotten 
to be a big thing. It is no longer a gathering of but 
eight or nine hundred packers and machinery men 
and a few brokers and others; it is one of the really 
big conventions of commercial men in this country, 
and nobody who was present at the Buffalo meeting 
can doubt that the attendance will increase with each 
succeeding year, providing of course there 1s not se 
lected a convention city so far removed from the great 
centers of activity in canning involving so much ex- 
pense to make the trip that many would be deterred 
from going. There is to be expected an increasing 
attendance of machinery and supply men, more brok- 
ers will be present each year as the growing National 
Brokers’ association gains in membership, and a large 
number of buyers and wholesale grocers may confi- 





dently be counted on to be present. While all of these 
various branches of the food manufacturing and dis- 
tributing industry do not necessarily attend (at one 
time) the meetings, there is need for a larger con- 
vention hall than, for instance, that used at Buffalo 
in February, or at Atlantic City last year, or in fact 
than can be found in a hotel. 

What is needed is a theater, which, anyway, is su- 
perior in every respect to a flat or level floored hall, 
usually none too well lighted, nearly always contain- 
ing extremely uncomfortable seats, and invariably bad 
acoustically. Every one of these objections is over- 
come by the auditorium of a theater built on the regu- 
lation plan. In such a theater every speaker is in plain 
view where all may see him, the seats are comfortable, 
and it is possible to distinctly hear every word uttered 
by speakers on the stage or in any part of the house. 

As the meetings of the various associations are all 
held in the day time now, there would be no difficulty 
about engaging a theater building in any city where 
there is the slightest possibility that future conven- 
tions will be held. The cost would not be too heavy; 
the associations can afford this expense. The size to 
which the annual cafiners’ conventions have grown 
demands a change from the old way, and the engaging 
of a theater seems the proper thing to do.

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We learn that in sections both east and west the 
securing of acreage is being attended with a great 
deal of difficulty. We have heard directly this week 
from large packers in Indiana, for instance, who are 
short of the acreage they had under contract at this 
time last year, and the reason assigned in all cases 
is inability to induce farmers to agree to grow the 
fruit for canning. We are advised that factories 
southward of Indianapolis are having very hard work 
to get farmers to agree to grow tomatoes. There is 
a general desire on the part of packers in that sec- 
tion, as well as in nearly all other localities through- 
out the country, to increase their acreage over last 
year’s, but the statement that it is almost impossible 


to induce farmers to grow tomatoes is made with 
significant frequency. Good crops, with higher prices 
in other lines, make the farmers adverse to the tomato 
proposition ; also, more of the planters are turning to 
stock raising, thus having less acreage for cultivation. 

Regarding ruling prices on spot tomatoes, we have 
received the following expressions under date of April 
6, from a prominent canned goods brokerage firm of 
New York City: 

The condition of the spot No. 3 tomato market being so 
far different from any that we have experienced, in our 
somewhat lengthy career as canned goods brokers, causes us 
to address you that the apparent ridiculous position may be 
called to the attention of the present holders for their ulti- 
mate advantage. 

It is, we think, a fact beyond question that the present 
stock of No. 3 tomatoes is about sufficient to last us during 
the season, until the new packing. It certainly is not much 
in excess. The packers of both New Jersey and Maryland 
are entirely sold out and we doubt if the stock held by the 
Delaware packers amounts to Io per cent of that state’s out- 
put. With No. 2 tomatoes selling at 80c per dozen New 
York, and gallon tomatoes selling at $3.50, it seems to us 
ridiculous that No. 3s should be offered at 92% New York, 
goc Philadelphia, and goc Baltimore. 

We doubt if at any season in the past the supply has been 
held by as few sellers, but owing to a lack of union of ac- 
tion, and, we think, a fear of the “shade” of the Syndicate, 
the timidity of these holders has been worked on by the 
buyers, until they certainly have them on the run. No. 3 to- 
matoes should be selling to-day not less than $1.05 per dozen, 
New York, and would be, providing the sellers had the back- 
bone to ask the figure, and stand for it. The somewhat 
backward season has also aided the buyer, but to our mind 
the lack of nerve to hold and ask the price is the main cause 
of the depression in the price on No. 3 tomatoes. Conse- 
quently we would urge you in the interest of the spot and 
also the future market to in some manner inspire these hold- 
ers with a feeling of faith in themselves and in their mer- 
chandise that will secure them the proper value for their 


holdings, for which they have ample time, fully four months, 
to market. 


If the statistical position is the important factor in 
determining values that it is commonly supposed to 
be, the spot tomato market ought to be bullish instead 
of somewhat easy—but now is not the first time in 
mur experience that spot prices have eased when 
stocks held in canners’ hands were light, and it may 
not be the last, since the tomato is productive of more 
surprises than almost any other commodity under the 
sun. In our opinion, tomatoes ought to be held with 
confidence. There is an enormous consumption going 
on; we are only just entering upon the quarter-year 
when the demand is best, and the supplies are small to 
meet it. There is believed to be less than 1,000,000 
cases of tomatoes in canners’ hands in the entire Unit- 
2d States, at least that part of it east of the Rocky 
Mountains, at this time. The east is lightly stocked, 
and the west is as good as cleaned up. Only yester- 
day we received from one of the biggest and best 
posted packers in Indiana a communication in which 
was contained this statement: 

“Our talks with brokers indicate that all packers in 
this state now hold between ten and twelve thousand 
cases of spot tomatoes.” Such a quantity amounts to 
nothing. Ten or twelve thousand cases are not more 
than one good-sized order from a large distributer. 

Another very well informed Indiana tomato packer 
writes us under date of April 8: “Outside of the 
‘Syndicate’ holdings we have not enough stock in 
packers’ hands to supply the demand until next pack. 
The ‘Syndicate’ has a block of some 30,000 cases, 1905 
pack, that makes the market weak and sluggish.” 

There have been more tomatoes in canners’ hands 
at this time of the year than are held now and the 
market nevertheless very much higher than the ruling 
price of standard No. 3s. The statistical situation can’t 
be held responsible for whatever easiness may exist in 
the market. Statistically the position of tomatoes is 
strong. A packer who hoped for a higher market 
could not wish for a stronger situation a8 regards 
the quantity of spot goods unsold. 

Features of the past week were the naming of prices 
on 1907 pack rhubarb and spinach. New Jersey No. 
10 rhubarb was offered at $1.75 f. 0. b. factory, No. 3 
New Jersey at 75c, f. 0. b. factory. New York No. 
10 rhubarb was offered at $2.00, f. 0. b. factory, in 
sanitary cans. Business in both the New York and 
New Jersey packings at these prices was reported.

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Tomatoes— 


The spot tomato market has about held its own dur- 
ing the week under review. The feeling continues 
moderately easy and spot Western packed standards 
are obtainable here at 92%c per doz. The jobbers are 
buying few tomatoes just now, running on light stocks, 
or, with the retailers, working down stocks. Future 
Western No. 3 standard tomatoes are offered at 85c 
f.o.b. factory, but the jobbers. all of whom have bought 
more or less goods at this price, as a rule are holding 
back. 

Advices on the New York market indicate that 
Southern packers are firm on 1907 packing, and that 
efforts of New York City jobbers to secure conces- 
sions are unavailing. Spot tomatoes in that market 
are reported quiet, with offerings of Maryland stand- 
ard No. 3s at goc, f. o. b. Quotations are reported 
on spot No. 3 New Jersey packing standards at 95c 
per doz., and $3.75 on spot New Jersey No. 10 toma- 
toes. In Baltimore there is some buying of futures, with 
1907 packing standard 3s quoted at 82'%4c, f. 0. b.; No. 
10s, $2.40. Spot tomatoes at Baltimore have been 
quiet and easy. Our correspondent there covers that 
market in his letter in this issue. A report from 
Aberdeen, Md., on spot goods says: “While some 
sales of 3s tomatoes have been reported on a basis 
of &85c to 87'%c, investigation will prove the goods 
to have been of old or inferior packing, rusty tins or 
goods in some other way below par. Stocks of good 
quality in first hands are so light that any that can be 
picked up at goc factory should prove a good pur- 
chase. 

Fruits 


Interest in fruits is more evident than for some time 
past, due to reports of damage to the crops. California 
was first to come along with reports of possible or 
probable shortages, but the orchards in Maryland and 
the country tributary to Baltimore report a great deal 
of damage to peaches, strawberries and other fruits as 
a result of the recent freeze. Our Baltimore corre- 
spondent discusses the fruit situation in that section of 
the country in his letter in this issue. Conditions as 
regards fruits are unchanged. The scarcity previous- 
ly referred to in this column is really more pronounced 
than ever. Packers have very light stocks of canned 
fruits in general. Michigan canners, as we have 
stated several times, are virtually cleaned up on spot 
fruits. They have very little of anything left, so that 
it is not strange that the market is showing such de- 
cided strength. Baltimore advices describe that mar- 
ket as closely cleaned up on berries of all kinds and 
with small stocks of peaches, on which holders are 
firm at $1.20 for No. 3 seconds whites, $1.25 for yel- 


lows, $1.65 for No. 3 standard yellows, $1.69 {, 
No. 3 standard whites, $1.15 for No. 3 peeled Dies 
87¥c for No. 3 unpeeled pies, $2.80 for No. 10 Dies 
Our advices also note growing interest in 1907 pack. 
ing berries and cherries and fruits in general, Thy 
spring demand is expected to be felt shortly, and 4 
clean up packers’ remaining stocks.

There is no settled or 
veneral quotation on Western future standard grade, 
though packers here and there in the West are offering 
1907 packing at 52% to 55c, f.o.b. factory. Nobody 
seems to be making much effort to sell futures. 

A late report on the, Eastern market says that a 
ood quality of spot New York State packing at 50c 
per doz. is not easily found now. Quotations made 
on spots are from 50c up. It appears that interest 
in 1907 State packing is light. All reports coming 
from Baltimore and a number of points in Maryland 
speak of an increasing interest in spot corn. Maine 
style evergreen is offered there at 55c, standard “shoe- 
peg,” whole grain, at 60c per doz. The same grades 
of corn for future delivery are quoted at from 5c 
to roc per doz. higher. e 
Peas— 

There is nothing further to say concerning either 
spot or future peas. The situation is unchanged and 
we have covered everything in previous issues. The 
marked scarcity of spot peas is now well known, like- 
wise the fact that the offerings amount to nothing, 
and we stated a week or two ago that canners, with 
few exceptions, were withdrawn on 1907 packing. 
Peas are very scarce and firm in the New York mar- 
ket, and Laltimore reports small stocks there, and 
that buying of futures has commenced, though pack- 
ers as a rule are not as yet quoting 1907 packing. 
String Beans— 

Stocks of string beans left in canners’ hands amount 
almost to nothing, the market in fact being virtually 
cleaned up. This is the condition in the west and 
advices from Baltimore and New York State packers 
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indicate that they are as good as, or actually, sold up. 
A report notes quotations on future string beans at 
52'4c for No. 2 standards, 75c for No. 3s, $2.20 for 


No. 10s. We heard a quotation on No. 2 standard 
string beans, f. 0. b. Chicago, the other day of 65c 
per doz. 

Asparagus— 


Asparagus is in demand, but it is possible to obtain 
only small lots and these bring high prices. Latest 
advices from California make a small increase in the 
estimated probable pack of canned asparagus this 
season. It is now figured that the California output 
will be about 30 per cent of what was expected. Re- 
garding the flooded asparagus-growing lands, the Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Grower, which is just to hand, says that 
“One of the largest tracts in asparagus that was re- 
ported to have been flooded, was not. It would seem 
after further investigation that with this exception, 
conditions are as bad as indicated in our columns last 
week,”

okra at 7oc, No. 3 at 95c, No. 10 standard sauerkraut 
at $1.85; No. 3 extra small whole beets, $1.25; No. 
2, $1.00. We hear of New York State 1907 packing 
beets quoted at $1.45 per doz., packed 35 to 40 to the 
tin; $1.25 per doz., packed 18 to 20, and $1.10 per 
doz., packed 10 to 12 to the tin. 


Salmon— 


One outside Columbia river canner is reported to have 
opened up on the basis of $1.60 per doz. for talls, $1.75 
for flats, and $1.05 for halves, f.o.b. coast, but the lead- 
ing factors on the river haven’t as yet announced their 
opening quotations on Chinooks, and may not for a 
couple of weeks, or until May 1. Opening prices on 
the Alaska pack remain unannounced. The spot mar- 
ket is very strong and firm on all descriptions.

There are rumors of cutting on prunes as a result 
of competition between California packers. The dried 
fruit market, however, is quiet here on nearly all de- 
scriptions. The jobbers are not having the trade 
usually had at this time of year and are buying slowly. 
Late advices from the coast quote 50-60s and 60-70s 
on a 2%c, 4-size, basis, this despite reports of crop 
curtailment. Late estimates of the California crop 
bring the probable out-put up close to one hundred 
million pounds. Peaches and apricots are both quiet 
here, and so far as the local market is concerned there 
is no new feature. Seeded raisins are in very fair 
demand. There is in fact more interest in raisins than 
other cured fruits. There is a strong feeling both 
here and on the coast, where there is much activity. 
Sales by growers to packers are all reported on a basis 
of 4%c in the sweatbox. Spot evaporated apples are 
quiet and without new feature. The tone of the mar- 
ket is rather easy. New York State advices indicate 
an easy feeling there on spot prime evaporated, strictly 
prime being quoted at 6%c, buyers generally bidding 
4c per pound less on large lots. Apple chops and 
waste hold steady.

Epitok CANNER: The all absorbing topic in canned goods 
circles during the past week has been the frost and its prob- 
able effect on fruit and early vegetable crops. The tempera- 
ture dropped all over this section on the nights of April Ist 
and 2d to 20 and even as low as 16 degrees, according to the 
lay of the land and variation in exposure. The frost of 
Sunday night followed a rain, and everybody who knows 
anything about fruit blossoms is well acquainted with the 
fact that if the blossoms have moisture in them and a freeze 
follows, they will not stand anything like as low a tempera- 
ture as if they were dry. Fortunately, in a good many parts 
of the country strong winds followed the rain, and thus 
many of the blossoms were dried out before the freeze came. 
Had this not happened, there would scarcely have been a 
live bud left. 

Reports that are coming in as to the damage done are very 
conflicting. Some say that the peach crop is entirely ruined. 
Others, however, say that the loss is only from 25 per cent 
to 50 per cent, and that there are in many sections enough 
live buds left to give an average crop if nothing occurs to 
kill them between now and setting time. As usual, it is a 
very difficult matter to form a positive opinion based on 
the many conflicting reports that come in when a condition 
existed like the one that prevailed in this section last week. 
Most of the people making reports from the fruit growing dis- 
tricts naturally only report for their own special locality, and 
frequently confine themselves to their own orchard. Even 
then two men may view the same orchard, and while both 
may claim to be experienced fruit growers, they will form 
different opinions as to the condition of the buds and blos- 
soms. I know two men reporting during the past week from 
one small town on the Peninsula, but which is a very large 
shipping point for peaches, and one of them says that the 
crop is absolutely ruined, and the other says that the dam- 
age done only amounts to 15 per cent. These men have each 
of them the right to be entitled experienced fruit growers, but 
time alone will tell which of them is right in his judgment in 
this particular instance. 

Another peculiar thing about the frost and its effect on 
fruit buds is this: Some orchards seem to have fared worse 
than others. This condition comes about from the fact 
that some of the orchards are more exposed than others 
are, and thus they bore the brunt of the frost without any 
protection. Taking the whole of the reports together, how- 
ever, that I have received, I am compelled to believe that 
a good deal of damage has been done, to peaches particularly. 
There seems also to be no doubt but what the early straw- 
berries on the Peninsula suffered to a very large extent, as 
did also the peas and other early vegetables in the section 
of Virginia commonly known as the tidewater district. 

For several years Baltimore packers have drawn a large 
portion of their peaches from western Maryland, and the 
valley of Virginia, which is in the western section of old 
Virginia. The reports from that territory as to damage done 
to peaches are even worse than those that have been coming 
from the Maryland and Delaware peninsula, so it really looks 
as though Baltimore packers are going to have a hard time 
of it this season to get an adequate supply of peaches, and 
especially so if they have sold any futures 

The spot tomato market is weaker, and it is possible now 
to buy good standards at 87%c. The buying is only of a 
hand to mouth character, but a good many tomatoes are go- 
ing out in the aggregate. The old syndicate interests are still 
very firm in their ideas, and are not meeting the present mar- 
ket. They believe they will get a better price for the goods 
they have on hand by waiting until May and June before 
disposing of same. e 

As far as future tomatoes are concerned, there seems to be 
little or no change. No. 3 are still held at 82%c, f. o. b. 
Baltimore, or 81c, f. o. b. country points. No. 2 standards 
are obtainable at 60c. Buying continues to be of quite a lib- 
eral character, and naturally there is not likely ‘to be any 
easing off in price whilst the demand keeps up. 

The demand for cheap corn is increasing, and there is some 
heavy buying going on. The buyers seem to be showing 
more wisdom than the sellers, for the former are taking in 
these cheap lots liberally instead of buying futures. It is a 





mystery why holders are satisfied to sell out their spot stocks 
below cost of production, and thus be the means of loading 
up the buyers so that when the new season tomes around 
many of them are likely to have pretty good stocks of cheap 
corn left on hand, and hence will not be so keen for ney 
packing. The mystery is this: How can packers expect to 
load up the trade now with spot stock, and then sell their 
new packing to the same people? The advice of a large 
western corn packer sent broadcast sometime ago to holders 
of corn was pretty good advice, as it would have been wise 
for packers to hold on to their spot stocks, and make lighter 
preparations for the coming season in consequence. 

Spot business for the general line was of a lighter amount 
during the past week than for several weeks previously. This 
came about probably on account of a little lull in business 
caused by the Easter holidays. Active business, however, jg 
expected now that lake and rail navigation lines are accept- 
ing freight.

Portland, Maine, April 8, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: Sales to the jobbing houses just now 
are rather light, but the retail trade is buying much more 
freely, hence stocks are getting reduced fairly well. With an 
ordinary demand for Maine corn, stocks in the autumn in the 
hands of both the wholesale and retail trade must be at the 
lowest ebb for years. All over the country every possible 
effort is being made to get rid of old packing, especially of 
corn, for under the new conditions, naturally, the change will 
be radical. What business there is in Maine spot corn is con- 
fined to the fancy, almost entirely, and this brings from 8oc 
factory to 8s¢c. 

Now there are a few thousand cases to be had that will 
range from 60c up to 7oc and 75c that is difficult to classify 
exactly. The standard at 60c is excellent, while the 7oc and 
75c goods would be called fancy some years, but under the 
present close scrutiny for “spots on the sun” they might not 
“pass muster.” In all the above lots, not a case has starch, 
bleach, saccarine or anything that could be prohibited un- 
der the pure food laws. Buyers should note these facts, 
I know of nothing much more ridiculous than some state- 
ments that have been made in favor of the use of starch, in 
packing corn. I have seen these goods from many states 
that were largely made up of the adulterant, and, is it to be 
wondered at that such packs can be sold less than straight 
goods? I note one point with interest now, and that is that 
considerable starch can be bought from packers. Most of it, 
east, is several years old, however, while Maine packers are 
not using this article. 

Sales of futures continue right along, not in large but in 
good lots. Prices are well maintained from 8oc factory to 
85c f. o. b. Portland. I am sure that long before next fall, 
unless the outlook is deceptive, that all the output will be 
taken promptly. Maine’s price is exceptionally low, hence 
there should be no- unsold stock after packing, of any conse- 
quence. Several factories will not be opened this year. Pack- 
ers could not get the acreage in quantities large enough to 
warrant the venture. No one can keep in the corn packing 
business and make a dollar, unless he packs quite a lot. 

Not only is the acreage less in some sections, but year after 
year the labor problem has become more serious. It is almost 
impossible to find local labor in many farming sections where 
corn is packed, while it is almost as bad all along the coast 
where clams, lobsters and other fish are packed. 

While all the lobsters that can be packed are sold at high 
prices each year, the total output is getting less and less. It 
is probably true that the percentage of consumption is full 
as large in Europe as ever, notwithstanding the high price, it 
is falling off in this country fast. 

The packing of clams is going on fast now all along our 
coast and in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. As the mar- 
kets are bare all over the country the demand is good. There 
can be no surplus. 

No price has been made on the future pack of “bluebacks,” 
but it must be higher than a year ago, for tin, labor, boxes, 
and the fish all are higher. 

The packing of squash and pumpkin will be about as usual, 
but this is a mistake for I look for a decided increase in con- 
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symptoms seem to point to a nominal stock of

this city for the purpose of making preparations for the sea- 
son in the north. The lobbies present busy scenes as the can- 
nerymen are holding conferences at this time with labor con- 


tractors, agents of supply houses and transportation men, to 
make provisions for outfitting their plants and having their 
supplies shipped to Alaska. Judging from the proportions 
of these preparations, the packers are looking for a very good 
season in the north during the coming summer. Good Dip, 
the well-known Chinese labor contractor, is in the city at 
the present time and tells your correspondent that the packers 
are insistent in their demands for large crews of Chinese and 
Japanese labor and evidently anticipate as large a pack as 
jast year if not larger. He says that it has been impossible 
to supply the demand for labor with Chinamen and he has 
been forced to fill out nearly every crew with Japanese, much 
to the dissatisfaction of the packers, who have always found 
the Chinese the most reliable, dependable and obedient labor 
they could obtain. 

Mr. T. C. McHugh of the Pillar Bay Packing Co., whose 
plant is located on Pillar Bay, states that it seems to be the 
consensus of opinion among the packers that the run of red 
salmon in Alaska will be an unusually large one, but that 
the run of pinks may be smaller than in former years. As 
red salmon is the most important salmon packed in Alaska, 
the amount packed each year being four or five times the 
amount of pink salmon handled, the shortage of pinks will 
not prohibit this from being a very good season. It might, 
however, affect the canneries in a certain district where pink 
salmon is largely depended upon. 

Cannerymen are much encouraged over the market out- 
look for this year and the Alaska men state that one reason 
why preparations for the coming season are unrestrained is 
because of the fact that they are sure that no matter how 
many thousands of cases are packed, there will be a ready 
market at a price which will yield them handsome profits.

Epiror CANNER: Not much change was noted in the canned 
goods trade during the week just passed. Sales have been 
chiefly in small lots and there has been a disposition to reduce 
prices in some quarters when such reduction would insure 
the placing of increased orders. Toward the close of the 
week the market was firmer, though there was still present 
the same tendency. Conditions have not changed materially 
in any variety. Notwithstanding the fact that sales have 
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been made in some quarters below the general range of prices 
there is still a feeling of confidence on the part of the princi- 
pal holders and nearly all of them declare that the situation 
will change for the better within a short time. Under these 
circumstances there is little disposition to urge sales, except- 
ing in isolated instances. 

Offerings of full standard Maryland 3 tomatoes are made 
at goc delivered, yet notwithstanding this comparatively low 
basis, jobbers are slow to take hold and movement is light. 
The principal cause of their indifference is the fact that they 
are all sufficiently well supplied with stock for present re- 
quirements. Estimates on total holdings of old tomatoes 
place them at about 900,000 cases. It is figured that the aver- 
age consumption for the whole country is 700,000 cases per 
month. With estimates of total stocks in first hands only a 
little over one month’s requirements there are those in the 
trade who figure that the market is quite likely to improve in 
the near future. It is some months to the new pack and con- 
sumption will scarcely decrease between now and then. Full 
standard 2s are becoming extremely scarce. Gallons are prac- 
tically unobtainable. Future standard 3s are still quoted at 
81c to 82%c f. o. b. factory. But interest is only moderate. 
3uying is limited to small lots as a rule. 

The supply of beans is light and for spot stocks the tendency 
of prices is still upward. Many holders are already asking 
more for their goods and there is little possibility of any de- 
crease occurring in the future. 

Peas are steady with a tendency to higher prices on stand- 
ard early Junes and extra sifted grades. Other grades are 
quiet, though holders show no disposition to reduce prices, 
or to offer any other concessions. Nothing further is heard 
about futures. The market is quiet, packers refusing to accept 
further orders because of their probable inability to fill them. 

Corn is the weakest article in the list. And there is little 
buying to report to help strengthen it. Nearly all holders 
would be glad to dispose of the stock they have on hand 
and there is: little indication that they wouldn't shade pres- 
ent quotations if they could thereby secure orders. Fair 
standard state corn is reported sold at 50c delivered in some 
quarters. It is said that one or two sales have been made 
at 47/2c, but that is unconfirmed. Southern Maine style 
pack is firm on fancy, but on other grades bargain sales are 
numerous. There have been plenty of sales at 50c delivered. 

The asparagus situation is unchanged. There have been 
numerous reports from the west regarding the coming crop 
and the probable flood damage thereto, but aside from these 
reports very little formation is obtainable. It is said that 
Bouldins’ Island beds are uninjured and that the reduction 
due to floods in other districts will be smaller than was origi- 
nally reported, but it is impossible to secure definite informa- 
tion. Meanwhile holders are firm in their views and refuse 
to make concessions on present stocks. Conditions are un- 
changed so far as the spot market is concerned and the ten- 
dency is upward rather than otherwise. 

The market is only lightly supplied with all grades of 
peaches and apricots. Buyers would take hold if there were 
any stocks to be had at reduced prices. Pears are scarce and 
prices are firm. Gallon apples have sold at $2.40 delivered. 
Pineapples are firm but business is light. Some inquiry is 
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noted for California cherries, but because of light stocks 
prices are little more than nominal. Small fruits are scarce 


and prices remain firm at previous range. 
Red Alaska salmon is firm under fair demand at quotations. 


Pink salmon is scarce and supplies are wanted in some vol- 
ume. Other varieties are unchanged, with sales limited to 
present requirements. 


No opening prices on future pack 
are reported, nor is there any intimation when they will be 
made. Spot supplies are light, though probably sufficient to 
last until new pack is ready for delivery. Higher prices have 
reduced consumption somewhat. 

Lobster is scarce and firm. The tendency of prices is still 
upward, though holders have made no advance recently. 

Shrimp is scarce and firm. The earthquake on the Pacific 
coast reduced the supply of shrimp last season and there was 
no time to make good the deficiency. Sales are light.

/ 5 otine 

poisoning and nervous prostration. He been a 


constant user of tobacco for many years, and the nic- 
cotine had affected his heart and nervous system to 
such an extent that death resulted. 

Mr. Seager was a former resident of Gilman, Ia,, 
and for a long period a large stockholder i . the Gil: 
man Canning Co. At the time of his death he was 
mayor of the city of Whitehal!. About six years ago 
Mr. Seager suffered a severe attack of gastric fever, 
which aggravated his condition, and he was never a 
well man after that time, when a blood clot formed 
in an artery of his right leg, a gangrenous condition 
resulted, and the leg was amputated five inches above 
the knee. 

Mr. Seager was for thirty-five years prominently 
identified with the business interests of Gilman. In 
the fall of 1877, in company with his brother, Charles 
H. Seager, of Gilman, he purchased the banking busi- 
ness of Henriquis & Rice, and for many years was 


the bank’s cashier. 

Mr. Seager was born August 25, 1845, at Pompey 
Hill, Onandaga county, New York, and attended 
school at Pompey Academy, near Syracuse, from the 


age until he was 18, when he

he is survived by two sons, George Seager, of Chi-

Gets Pen that Signed Food Law. 


In recognition of his efforts to secure the enactment 
of food legislation, the governor of Maine has pre- 
sented Mr. Henry Dennis, the well-known Portland 
canned goods broker, with the pen that he used to 
affix his signature to the new law of that state. It is 
along the lines of the federal food and drugs act. Mr. 
Dennis has been an earnest advocate of pure food laws 
for many years. 

The Maine legislature enacted a pure food law two 
years ago, but as there was no money appropriated for 
its enforcement, it was of little use. Ample funds 
were appropriated to enforce the latest food regulat- 
ing enactment of the Maine legislature. 





American Dehydrating Co. Incorporated. 


The American Dehydrating Co. has been organized 
at Waukesha, Wis., and incorporated with $50,000 
capital. The process which will be used, it is claimed, 
will reduce freight charges on fruits and vegetables 
50 to go per cent. 

The process of dehydrating fruits and vegetables, it 
is claimed, will not harm their appearance or flavor. 
The weight of the fruits and vegetables which are 
treated, it has been proved, will be reduced by one- 
half or more by simply removing the water contained. 





In order to restore the fruits and vegetables to the 
original state a certain amount of water must be added 
to them. 

For use in cold and distant climes, the company 
will make dehydrated wafers of fruits and vege. 
tables which can be readily soaked in water and used 
without impairment. The United States navy fe- 
cently gave the process a test, and the officers of the 
company claim that satisfactory results have been ob- 
tained. Spinach, cranberries, cabbage, onions and po- 
tatoes have gone through the dehydrating process with 
success.

Preservative in Catsup Unnecessary.

[ find that there is a good deal of scoffing in the 
trade about our ability to put up catsup without pre- 
servative, but the fact remains that we are doing it 
—every bottle of our 1907 pack—and are giving the 
fullest guarantee. And what we are doing every other 
catsup manufacturer can do if he will. It only needs 
application, a little intelligence, and a great deal of 
care in handling the materials during packing. There 
is no secret about it whatever. Our factory is open 
to the inspection of anyone who wants to go through. 
There is no machinery there which you do not find 
in any first class factory. All that we have different 
from the rest is a new idea of how to handle the 
goods and the exercise of extreme care at the right 
time. 

Nothing goes into our goods different from what 
has always gone in, save thet we eliminate preserva- 
tive. But we get a product which I have known to 
keep, without the cork, for three months without 
moulding or souring. Other manufacturers can do 
the same if they will try and are willing to co-operate 
with the government instead of antagonizing it. And 
when they do adopt that plan they will have accom- 
plished a great stride in their own well being. The 
abandonment of preservatives means the elimination 
of cheap catsup, made from skins, second grade pulp 
and the like, from the market, and that cannot fail to 
be of advantage to every packer of first class goods. 
Some day the whole trade will wake up to the fact 
and then they will wonder that they ever worked so 
hard to keep up the preservative practice. I predict 
that within a year they will reach that conclusion

Coast Fruit Packers Refuse Contract. 

Regarding the position of the packers of the coast 
on the California contract recently adopted for the 
jobbers throughout the country by the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association and the Dried Fruit 
Association, the California Fruit Grower says: “The 
New York Dried Fruit Association is endeavoring to 
get as general acceptance as possible of its cured fruit 
contract. One or two amendments have been pro- 
posed by the National Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion, which, it is understood, is to co-operate in the 
general adoption of this contract, the principal change 
being in the portion referring to liabilities for failure 
to deliver. 

“Pacific coast sellers have not generally come for- 
ward with their acceptance of the contract, which 
fact is somewhat disturbing the New York buying 
trade. The principal point of difference so far as the 
California people are concerned, is over the 1% per 
cent discount, which it is not felt cen be allowed on 
the basis of present quotations, and, if used, will sub- 
ject prices to an equivalent advance.”

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Views on the National Pure Food Law. 


By L. A. Sears, President of Western Packers’ Canned Goods 
Association. 


sing my views on the national pure food law, 
and prospective effect on food products, food 
ers and the public, it must be done strictly from 
int of a canner of vegetables and fruits in tin 

The term “canning” as applied to the business 
in which | am engaged is the process of selecting fresh 
vegetables and fruits and prepzring them in a proper man- 
ner, putting them into containers—largely tin cans—and her- 
metically sealing and then sterilizing them sufficiently to 
make them keep. ; 

So far as my experience and observations go, I am un- 
able to see where there will be much change in the manner 
and method of canning vegetables and fruits. So far as | 
am informed, there never has been any material quantity of 
canned vegetables and fruits put on the market which con- 
tained adulterants or preservatives. The great majority of 
the goods packed in my line have been pure, because the 
raw material from the farmer is usually cheaper than the 
adulterant. Few, if any, chemicals or preservatives have 
been used, because of the fact that they are entirely unneces- 
sary, as the art of canning, as applied to the canning ot 
vegetables and fruits, is the process of hermetically sealing 
for the purpose of excluding the air (germs) and then pre- 
serving by the process of sterilization; that is, by heating, 
until the germs or spores are destroyed. 

The fact that canned vegetables and fruits are hermetically 
sealed and completely sterilized makes them the best and 
safest and most healthful food products known to men. 
Before any national pure food law was enacted canned 
vegetables and fruits in the main were pure and healthful. 
If any were otherwise, it was incidental and largely due to 
lack of information on the part of the canner. 

The national pure food law, with the help of the standards 
committee, of which Prof. Wm. Frear of State college, Pz., 
is president, whose duties are to establish standards of purity, 
and the regulation committee, of which Dr. H. W. Wiley is 
chairman, whose duteis are to regulate the sales of food 
products—these will fully advise the canners on all subjects 
and the public may rest assured that there will be no back- 
ward step; mistakes and errors will be eliminated and con- 
sumers can safely assume that the products of our fac- 
tories will be pure and wholesome. 

The consumer must not assume that pure canned goods 
are good or that poor canned goods are impure. Purity and 
good quality are not necessarily found together; impurity 
and poor quality are not necessarily found together. A con- 
sumer may buy a can of very low grade and unsatisfactory 
vegetables or fruits and yet it may be pure, so far 2s adul- 
teration is concerned. The fact that there is printed on the 
label the words “These goods are packed according to the 
pure food law,” etc., etc., is no assurance that the packer 
has selected crisp, fresh vegetables or ripe, fresh fruits. or 
thet the excellence of preparation is all it should be. If, 
however, consumers will pay the proper price, they can 
always get good canned vegetables and fruits, and they are 
almost morally certain of getting them pure. 

Good canned goods are always good. Properly selected 
and prepared vegetables and fruits packed in glass or in 
the character of tin can as prescribed by the food standards 
committee, hermetically sealed and preserved by the process 
of sterilization are, in my opinion, always good; at least, 
as long as the package remains air tight. I ate a portion of

Columbus in 1905 and at Atlantic City in 1906. These reso- 
lutions were confirmed by a unanimous vote, endorsing the law 
as passed June 30, 1906, 2nd the rules and regulations gov- 


erning, as promulgated from time to time by the food stand- 
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ards committee. The record of the Western Pa 
Goods association is clear on this point and, as 
the canners of fruits and vegetables will live up 
and spirit of the law. 

Good tin plate has been endorsed by my association jy 
the form of a memorial to Congress to include a Provision 
in the national pure food law compelling the manufacturers 
of cans to use a better coated ple ite for containers, and there 
will be no retreat from this position and every influence will 
be brought to bear with this end in view. 

The name of the manufacturer should appear on every 
can of vegetables and fruits offered for sale. The consumer 
should know who packs the goods and he or she should haye 
the opportunity to discriminate in his or her purchases, if 
desired. It was, without doubt, the intention of the framers 
of the national pure food bill to require better tin plate used 
in the manufacture of cans and to require that the name of 
the manufacturer should appear on every can. Strong infly- 
ences from intersted sources outside of the canners prevented 
the passege of the law requiring better and uniform tin plate, 
and equally strong influences prevailed on the regulation 
committee and secured a ruling allowing the jobber and the 
retail grocer to buy canned goods and place their label there- 
on, with the words “Packed for” prefixed to their name, 

These last two topics are, no doubt, subjects which will 
demand the attention of national legislators, as the nz tional 
food law will be incompleté unless the tin in the cans is of 
uniform and better quality and the name of the manufacturer 
appears on every pz ickage. 

The canners of this country are honorable, enterprsiing 
gentlemen, imbued with a strong desire to render personal 
service. They are fully cognizant of the demands that con- 
sumers are making on them for larger and larger supplies 
from the canning factories. 

Only a small percentage of the housewives now bake their 
own breed, and the number who do is growing smaller and 
smaller. There was a time when every well regulated

Smyrna Offers Opportunities for American 
Canned Goods. 

THe CANNER has received from the Department 
of Commerce and Labor at Washington a copy of a 
report from Consul E. L. Harris, who states that 
foreign residents in Smyrna have depots which supply 
them with a great many of the vegetables to which 
they were accustomed at home. 

‘The supply is especially to English and German 
subjects,” writes Consul Harris, “residing in this city. 
Up to date the canned goods and meat imported and 
sold retail prices in these stores have come prin- 
cipally from either England or Germany. Sauerkraut 
and pickled herrings, mushrooms, aspara- 
gus, canned fruit of every description, cheese, sirups, 
etc., are brought into Smyrna in large quantities, and 
they come almost exclusively from the two named 
countries. 

‘There is an opportunity here for American canned 
fruits of every description. It may seem incredible, 
the idea of sending fruit to a country which produces 
figs and oranges in abundance, but it can be done 
nevertheless. Asia Minor has been compared to Cali- 
fornia. The two countries have much in common as 
far as climate and soil are concerned. In the one 
country everything which human ingenuity can pro- 
vide is brought to aid nature in fruit culture. In the 
other, with the exception of a few vineyards and 
orchards, near the city of Smyrna, everything from 
olive and date trees to licorice root grows wild. A 
really rational system of gardening, fruit growing, 
or farming is absolutely unknown in this country. 
There is not a canning factory between Smyrna and 
the Persian Gulf. It is impossible to estimate how 
much fruit drops from the trees and rots in the ground 
each year for want of picking or communication to 
the nearest market. This is the reason why there is 
a market for American canned fruit in Smyrna, and 
there always will be one until there is a radical change 
in the method of culture and preservation of fruit 
in Asia Minor, a contingency which will not enter as 
a competing factor for many years to come.

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MARMALADES, SOUPS, ETC. 

“There is hardly a jelly or jam made in tlie United 
States which would not find a market here. There 
are a great many marmalades sold in Smyrna, 
brought chiefly from England. Jams made of the 
following fruits, as well as the fruits in a purely 
canned state, would easily come into favor: Cur- 
rant, raspberry, strawberry, apricot, blackberry, 
orange, cherry, pineapple, peach, quince, gooseberry, 
crabapple, apple, pear and plum. 

“Soups from mock and green turtle, canned entrees, 
deviled meats, boneless ham, etc., could also be intro- 
duced. American fruit concerns have opened depots 
in many European cities which have met with abun- 
dant success. One might even be established with 
profit in Smyrna. Of course the American colony 
here is too small to take the initiative in such an en- 
terprise, nor could a canned fruit, meat, and vegetable 
depot exist if it depended wholly upon the patronage 
of American residents alone. But the fact that these 
American products have found favor in Europe and 
other parts of the world is a guaranty that they would 
also find a ready sale in Asia Minor. At present 
small quantities of these products find their way into 
this city, but a systematized effort to push their sale 
would be well rewarded.” 





Much Lumber Used in Box Making. 


The making of boxes uses annually an enormous 
amount of lumber. A circular recently issued by the 
forest service department of agriculture gives the 
number of box factories in the six New England 
states alone in 1905 as 344. The consumption of 
lumber in the same was 600,493,000 board feet. The 
woods used were white pine, spruce, hemlock, beech, 
birch, maple, fir and a few other kinds. The regret- 
table feature about the whole matter is that all this 
material when used but once was practically destroyed. 
It was turned into kindling wood. To prevent this 
waste, the effort is now being made to put boxes on 
the market that can be folded up each time when they 
have served their purpose and be sent back again. 
It will be a great matter if some such system can be 
introduced.—American ie

Suggestion for the Introduction of Apples 
Into France. 


Consul John C. Covert, of Lyon, has received a 
letter from the Idaho State Agricultural Association 


stating tliat the farmers of that state are about to em- 
hark in an effort to sell large quantities of their apples 
to foreign countries, and making inquiries about pack- 
ing, etc., and the possible sale of their apples in 
France. Mr. Covert responds: 

“There are a number of wholesale dealers in fruit 
in this city who say that they sometimes have to im- 
port large quantities of apples from foreign coun- 
tries. Their imports thus far have been principally 
from Canada. Russet apples are very popular with 
them. A few apples have been received here from 
California and they were very well liked. Some fault 
was found with the packing, from which many of the 
apples were found bruised upon arrival. The largest 
fruit dealer in Lyon suggests that a heavy lining of 
coarse paper be placed on the sides of the barrels, 
between the apples and the wood. They should also 
be packed in as small quantities as possible. In all 
cities of France there are many thousands of small 
fruit dealers who would buy a small barrel or crate 
of apples, but could not buy a large barrel. 

“In the great central markets in the cities of this 
country, game, fish, or fruit, in their season, is sold 
at auction once or twice a day. If the Idaho people 
would appoint an agent here to receive their apples 
and sell them at auction, they might succeed in forc- 
ing their way into this market. These sales are all 
conducted under the authority of the government.” 





To Protect Against False Labeling. 


It is suggested that British Columbia packers should 
stamp the letters B. C. or the initials of the packers 
on every can of salmon put up in the province, to 
protect them against the deception complained of by 
Canada’s commercial agent in Manchester, England. 
It has been the custom of jobbers to have their orders 
filed with salmon in unlabeled cans, so that when 
the Alaska tins reach him, the jobber gives them a 
high-colored label with a big fish, a mountain and a 
river and an adjective or two over the word salmon. 
But you will look in vain for the words British Colum- 
bia or the letters “B. C.,” for these would render him 
liable to prosecution. 


So it is easy for the careless British public, which 
does not take the trouble to look for “the place of 
origin,” to get the dry, hard, pink Alaska salmon when 
it asks for or thinks it is getting the moist, red, highly 
flavored salmon from the Fraser, says the Victoria 
Colonist. 

What the British purchaser should do is to ask 
for the kind he wants and see that he gets it. If 
there is a false label he has his man; but if there 
is that ingenious omission, he would, if he were to 
prosecute the imposter, have the pleasure of paying 
the costs of his unsuccessful legal venture with the 
risk of a suit for damages. 

The temptation has come to the importer from the 
fact that the middle class in England asks for “a can 
of salmon, if you please.” And the injury to the Brit- 
ish Columbia trade comes when he opens his Alaskan 
can and thinks he has one from British Columbia 
and there is nothing on that label to show that he 
has or has not. 

There appear to be only two remedies to protect 
these purchasers. 

Stamp every can from the Fraser with the letters 
“B. C.” or the initials of the British Columbia packer. 

Second, ask the English Parliament to amend the 
Merchandise Marks Act compelling the place of origin 
to be upon the label, as well as imposing a penalty 
for naming a false one, all that that act now does. 

This amendment would only be effective here, where 
the labels are printed.—Pacific Fisherman 


A New Burbank Plum. 


Luther Burbank has named one of his most de- 
licious. fruit creations after his old home town, the 
Santa Rosa plum, considered by experts in the nursery 
line as being one of the finest fruits of the plum kind 
that have come to their notice. This plum will leave 
Burbank’s hands this winter for the first time for 
introduction in the fruit-growing world. 

A well-known Fresno nurseryman has secured the 
privilege of being the sole introducer of this plum. 
The “California Fruit Grower” says that the same 
man will this winter introduce for the first time Bur- 
bank’s great timber-producing walnut tree.

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Regulations for Labeling of Sardines. 

A committee composed of George J. Pearson, W. 
bs. Dudley and H. Craven, appeared before the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and Dr. Wiley Tast week and 
asked for information regarding the branding and 
labeling of American sardines under the new national 
pure food law. The committee were accompanied by 
Wm. C. Breed of New York, attorney for the Na- 
tional Wholesale Grocers’ association. 

As a result of the committee's visit it is announced 
that the packing season being now so near at hand, 
no new regulations will be formulated that would 
tend to embarrass the packers. They wi!! therefore 
be permitted to go ahead with this year’s pack, using 
the same brands and decorations of cans as hereto- 
fore. 

The Department of Agriculture will issue a ruling 
which will permit the canning of fish, as heretofore, 
under thesname of sardines, except ‘that it will re- 
quire the addition of the word “American” before 
the word sardine. -No other qualifying designation 
will ke demanded. Imported sardines will have to 


be similarly labeled in a way to indicate the part of 
the world from which they come, as “Norwegian” 
sardines, etc. If not so labeled they will not get 
through the customs. 





Pruning the Peach. 


The Massachusetts Experiment Station recom. 
mends the following as the best method of pruning the 
peach tree: 

1.—Prune peach trees moderately, removing not 
more than one-third to one-half the previous year’s 
annual growth, when the wood has been injured by 
freezing. 

2.—When only the fruit buds are killed the wood 
being uninjured and the trees in good condition, prune 
severely, cutting back the annual growth to two or 
three buds. It may be expedient to cut some branches 
back even into two or three-year-old wood.
